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DETAILED ACTION 

Prelimanary amendments filed on 08/28/2003 and 07/01/2005. have been 
considered. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 2,3 and 45 should be renumbered to 41, 42, and 43. Also 
claims 41 and 43 should be changed so that they are not dependent on cancelled claim 
1 but on claim 40. 

New Matter 

Claims 40 and 42-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not describe or 
support the amount of bitter willow extract, the range cited in the previous claims and 
specification are broader (10-50 mg). The specification does not describe or support the 
following polyunsaturated acids: docosahexenoic acid, omega-6 polyunsaturated fatty 
acid and arachidonic acid. 
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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



Claims 40-44 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double 
patenting overclaims 1,4,6,9,18, and 41-44 of copending Application No. 10/439,301. 
This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet 
been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: Both applications claim the 
same oral dosage combination for the treatment of cardiovascular disease comprised of 
chondroitin sulfate, rutin, quercetin, S-adenosylmethionine, folic acid, all of the 
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polyunsaturated fish oils claimed (in fact claims 41-44 are the exact same in both 
applications), olive kernel extract, and bitter willow extract. The examiner interpreted 
suspending agent to mean any additive that acts as a filler, excipient or carrier, which 
were described in application No. 10/439,301. While application No. 10/439,301 does 
not disclose all of the exact weights of the ingredients as claimed in claim 40 it is normal 
practice for a scientist to experiment with optimum concentrations and percentages. 
Generally, differences in concentration or temperature will not support the patentability 
of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence indicating such 
concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges 
by routine experimentation." In re Alter, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 
(CCPA 1955)The normal desire of scientists or artisans to improve upon what is already 
generally known provides the motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of 
percentage ranges is the optimum combination of percentages."); In re Hoeschele, 406 
F.2d 1403, 160 USPQ 809 (CCPA 1969). 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant would be prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other 
copending application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 
1968). See also MPEP § 804.
